Will Facebook Fade? 


A new poll suggests 
many see the social 
network as a fad 

New York 

Facebook’s reach is wide but not 
deep. Few users surveyed in an Asso- 
ciated Press-CNBC poll say they click 
on the site’s ads or buy the virtual 
goods that make money for it. 

More than 40 percent of Amer- 
ican adults log in to the site at least 
once a week. In all, some 900 million 
people around the world are users. 
But many of them don’t trust it to 
keep their information private.

Users’ distrust limits the value 
of the site’s ads. Advertisers want to 


target their messages to the people 
most likely to respond to them. And 
the more Facebook knows about 
us, the better it will be at tailoring 
those ads to our interests. 

Yet in the poll of U.S. adults pub- 
lished Tuesday, only 13 percent said 
they trust Facebook “completely” 
or “a lot” when it comes to keep- 
ing their personal information pri- 
vate. A majority, or 59 percent, said 
they trust Facebook “only a little,” 
or “not at all.” 

Users’ desire for privacy and 
Facebook’s need to target adver- 
tising aren’t necessarily opposing 
interests. Facebook doesn’t expose 
information about its users directiy

to advertisers. Instead, it effective- 
ly accepts missions to deliver ads 
to groups of people, like “movie- 
goers” or “people planning trips to 
Europe.” It’s up to Facebook to fig- 
ure out how to find those people. 

But the company doesn’t seem 
to be connecting very well. In the 
poll, 83 percent of respondents said 
they “hardly ever” or “never” click 
on the ads Facebook serves up. 

“Somehow Facebook still hasn’t 
stumbled upon a model that’s prov- 
en consistently successful for mar- 
keters, or that brings in the mas- 
sive revenues to match the site’s 
massive user base,” Forrester 
Research analyst Nate Elliott said 
in a blog post. 

The Associated Press-CNBC 
Poll was conducted May 3-7, 2012, 
and had a margin of sampling error 
of plus or minus 3.9 percentage

Opportunity in Iowa 

Mitt Romney's Iowa stop on TLiesday to talk 
about the economy also returns the political 
spotlight to this Midwestern state, where both he 
and President Obama see opportunity in their battle 
for the 270 electoral votes required to win the presi- 
dency. Romney finished in a near-tie for first place 
in the state’s Jan. 3 caucuses. Obama won Iowa’s 
Democratic caucuses four years ago and carried 
the state in the general election, (ap) 






GOP candidate calls 
for sharp spending 
cuts, budget control 

Des Moines, Iowa 

Republican Mitt Romney said Tues- 
day President Obama’s support for 
increased federal debt has put the 
economy on a disastrous course, 
portraying himself in a speech in 
battleground Iowa as the defend- 
er of fiscal responsibility and his 
opponent as reckless. 

Calling for sharp spending 
cuts and a long-term budget dis- 
cipline, Romney is trying to frame 
the campaign against the Demo- 
crat as a contest of fairness versus 
irresponsibility. 

“A prairie fire of debt is sweep- 
ing across Iowa and our nation, 
and every day we fail to act we 
feed that fire with our own lack of 
resolve,” Romney said, according 
to excerpts of a speech he’s sched- 
uled to deliver on his first trip to 


Iowa since January. 

The White House promptly dis- 
missed Romney’s critique. Press 
secretary Jay Carney blamed fed- 
eral overspending primarily on 
Romney-backed tax cuts for the 
wealthy that were enacted during 
President George W. Bush’s admin- 
istration and on the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Carney said Romney wants to 
repeat policies that led to high def- 
icits and the recession and repeal 
Obama policies “that reversed the 
cataclysmic decline on our econo- 


my and that now has us growing 
for 11 straight quarters.” 

Romney’s debt-and-spend- 
ing argument is also the counter- 
argument to Obama’s emphasis on 
fairness, in which the president is 
asking more of wealthier Amer- 
icans by eliminating tax breaks 
and loopholes. 

The speech also shows Rom- 
ney’s effort to focus on the econo- 
my, voters’ No. 1 concern, after sev- 
eral days in which gay marriage 
dominated the campaign debate.

A Research Push for Alzheimer’s 


Washington 

Look for a fundamental shift in 
how scientists hunt ways to ward 
off the devastation of Alzheimer’s 
disease — by testing possible ther- 
apies in people who don’t yet show 
many symptoms, before too much 
of the brain is destroyed. 

The most ambitious attempt: 
An international study announced 
Tuesday will track whether an 
experimental drug can stall the dis- 
ease in people who appear healthy 
but are genetically destined to get 
a type of Alzheimer’s that runs in 
the family. If so, it would be excit- 
ing evidence that maybe regular 
Alzheimer’s is preventable too. 

A second study will test wheth- 
er a nasal spray that sends insu- 
lin to the brain helps people with 
very early memory problems, 
based on separate research link- 
ing diabetes to an increased risk 
of Alzheimer’s.

Despite bank’s $2B 
loss, Dimon will stay 
ehairman of board

The CEO of JPMorgan Chase sur- 
vived a shareholder push Tuesday 
to strip him of the title of chair- 
man of the board, five days after 
he disclosed a $2 billion trading 
loss by the bank. 

CEO Jamie Dimon also w^on a 
shareholder endorsement of his 
pay package from last year, which 
totaled $23 million, according to an 
analysis of regulatory filings. 

Dimon was confronted Tues- 


day in New York at the annual 
meeting by shareholders upset 
about the trading loss, which has 
rattled investor confidence in the 
bank and complicated JPMorgan’s 
efforts to fight tougher regulation 
of Wall Street. 

Dimon, unusually subdued, told 
shareholders at the JPMorgan annu- 
al meeting that the company’s mis- 
takes were “self-inflicted.” Speaking 
with reporters later, he added: “The 
buck always stops with me.” 

The Rev. Seamus Finn, rep- 
resenting shareholders from the 
Catholic organization Missionary 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate, said 
that investors had heard Dimon 
apologize before for the foreclosure

crisis and other problems. 

“We heard the same refrain: We 
have learned from our mistakes. 
This will never be allowed to hap- 
pen again,” Finn said. “I can’t help 


wondering if you are listening.” 

Meanwhile, the Justice Depart- 
ment has initiated a criminal probe 
into the $2 billion trading loss at 
JPMorgan Chase, according to a 
law enforcement source familiar 
with the situation. 

The inquiry is at a very early 
stage, said the person, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. It is 
unclear what laws may have been 
violated. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner said JPMorgan’s trad- 
ing loss strengthens the case for 
tougher rules on financial insti- 
tutions, as regulators continue 
writing rules from the 2010 law.

HoUande Takes Charge in France

New president steps 
into role as leader in 
eurozone debt crisis 

Paris 

Socialist Francois HoUande 
assumed France’s presidency Tues- 
day, inheriting a country fearful for 
its financial future and jetting off 
immediately to Berlin to tackle his 
most pressing problem: Europe’s 
debt crisis. 

A flash of lightning nearly 
derailed Hollande’s blitz diplomatic 
foray, striking his plane and send- 
ing him back briefly. 

But HoUande quickly switched 
Falcon jets, flew to Berlin, and took 
steps toward bridging differences 
with German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel over how to reinvigorate 
Europe’s economy and its glob- 
al influence. HoUande named a 
moderate ally, Jean-Marc Ayrault, 
as his prime minister. 


HoUande promised to be less 
flashy than his predecessor Nico- 
las Sarkozy. But he won’t have 
much time to play Mr. Nice Guy 
as he faces a barrage of challenges, 
including creating jobs and getting 
thousands of French troops out of 
Afghanistan ahead of schedule.

Merkel, who has argued that 
indebted European countries need 
to clean up their budgets before 
launching new spending sprees, 
said that her differences with Hol- 
lande have been overplayed.

Greek Stalemate Will Force Vote

Greece headed into a month of 
political uncertainty after pow- 
er-sharing talks collapsed Tues- 
day, triggering new elections that 
could determine whether the coun- 
try retains its tenuous position in 
Europe’s currency. 

Nine tortured days of fruitless 
talks to build a coalition govern- 
ment fueled increasing doubt that 
Greece can make enough reforms 
to prevent the world’s largest cur- 
rency union from fracturing.

U.K.: Brooks Hid Hacking Evidence 


London 

One of Rupert Murdoch’s most 
trusted lieutenants and five people 
close to her were charged Tuesday 
with conspiring to hide evidence of 
phone hacking, bringing the scan- 
dal that has raged across Britain’s 
media and political elite uncom- 
fortably close to Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

The charges against former U.K. 
tabloid editor Rebekah Brooks, her 
husband Charlie and four aides are 
the first prosecutions since police 
reopened inquiries 18 months ago 
into wrongdoing by the country’s 
scandal-hungry press. 

Brooks said she was baffled and 
furious at the charges.

Brooks, 43, faces three separate 
allegations of conspiracy to pervert 
the course of justice — an offense 
that carries a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment. She is also 
accused of removing seven boxes of 
materials from News Internation- 
al archives, officials said. 

Police said all six people charged 
will appear for a hearing next 
month in London, (ap)

Separating cyclists 
from city traffic has 
fueled a bike boom 

Washington 

Friday is Bike to Work Day, and orga- 
nizers of the event in D.C. expect at least 
12,000 riders to participate. That’s more 
than double the number who turned 
out in 2006. 

If that growth sounds remarkable, 
it’s no surprise to anyone who’s been 
on the District’s streets lately, partic- 
ularly the ones that have been retro- 
fitted with lanes that separate cyclists 
from city traffic. 

Just how popular has cycling 
become here? On his regular ride to 
work in Foggy Bottom, Bryce Pardo, 
27, won’t even take the 15th Street 
cycle track — the on-road bike lane 
lined with pylons — because of a new 
problem: “It’s so crowded. There are 
trains of bicyclists.” 

As of 2010, 3.1 percent of D.C. res- 
idents surveyed by the Census Bureau 
reported that biking was their primary 
mode of transportation to work. While 
still low, that represents a 169 percent 
jump from 2000. 

As longtime D.C. bicycle advo- 
cate Peter Harnick put it, “You’re not 
a freak if you do it anymore.” 

One huge contributor to the surge 
in cycling: the September 2010 launch 
of Capital Bikeshare, which has put 
more than 1,000 hard-to-miss red rent- 
al bikes on the streets, accounting for 
nearly 2 million trips to date. 

What may turn out to be an even 
bigger factor going forward, however, 
is the city’s strategy of separating bikes 
from car traffic. Jim Sebastian, who 
oversees biking and pedestrian pro-

Lanes and Trails 

The L Street cycle track being installed between 
New Hampshire Avenue and 12th Street NW this 
summer (see above), followed by one on M Street 
next year, will represent a huge improvement for 
east-west bike travel. But neither will go far east 
enough to connect with the Metropolitan Branch 
Trail (which still isn’t completed between Union 
Station and Silver Spring), the H Street corridor or 
across the Anacostia River. More cycle tracks, in- 
cluding one on First Street NE, are on the horizon. 


Education 

The issue: City cycling re- 
quires confidence that many 
people lack. So WABA and 
BikeArlington (Bikearling- 
ton.com) have launched Two 
Wheel Tuesdays, a weekly 
event at7 p.m. that tackles 
topics, such as navigation, han- 
dling intersections and fixing 
flattires, that can make folks 
apprehensive about biking. 


grams for the District Department of 
Transportation, credits several recent 
projects, including the 15th Street cycle 
track and the median bike lanes on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, with attracting 
a wider variety of cyclists. “It’s not just 
people in Lycra,” he said. 

The key to the success of these two 
routes is that there’s something other 
than a stripe of paint between cars and 
bikes. “It forces cars to be more aware of 
bikes and know where to expect them,” 
said seasoned cyclist Martin Thomas, 
39, who has altered his commute route 
to include 15th Street and wishes there 
were more separated lanes.

He’s in luck. DDOT is slated to 
install an eastbound bike lane on 
L Street this summer. A westbound lane 
on M Street is about a year away. 

Riders can expect several other 
protected lanes too, especially after 
Washington was selected last month 
as one of six U.S. cities to take part in 
the Green Lane Project. Funded by the 
Bikes Belong Foundation, a nonprof- 
it working to make cycling safer, the 
project aims to promote these mod- 
ern bikeways. 

Separation requires new traf- 
fic patterns that can frustrate every- 
one on the road initially, said Dan- 
iel Hoagland of the Washington Area 
Bicyclist Association. He recalls how 
confused people were by the changes 
on 15th Street in 2009. Drivers parked 
in the bike lanes, pedestrians walked 
in them, and cyclists zoomed in both 
directions (despite markings indicat- 
ing traffic was one-way). 

These days, most drivers and rid- 
ers navigate the street with ease, and 
a recent survey completed as part 
of DDOT’s Bicycle Facility Evalua- 
tion showed that 84 percent of neigh- 
borhood residents support the cur- 
rent setup. 

Hoagland predicts people will get 
the hang of the patterns more quickly as 
these separated lanes pop up across the 
city. Maybe they’ll all be riding on them

Report Faults Airports Authority 


Federal review shows 
MWAA's Lax oversight 
policies, practices 

Washington 

A federal review of the Metropolitan 
Washington Airports Authority has 
found deficiencies in MWAA’s poli- 
cies and practices on financial disclo- 
sures, travel and transparency. 

The eight-page draft report, by 
the U.S. Transportation Depart- 
ment’s inspector general, was 
released Tuesday. 

The airports authority, which 
has 1,400 employees and a near- 
ly $2 billion annual budget, over- 


sees Reagan National and Dulles 
International airports as well as 
construction of Metro’s new Silver 
Line. Nearly 30 local politicians and 
officials from MWAA and Virgin- 
ia’s transportation department are 
expected to be briefed this after- 
noon by the inspector general. 

In its report, the inspector gen- 
eral’s office said MWAA’s “policies 
and processes for ethical conduct 
and travel expenses do not ensure 
accountability for its board.” 

The inspector general cited an 
example where one board member 
was reimbursed $238 for two bot- 
tles of wine bought during a meal. 
The problem, the inspector gener- 
al, said is that MWAA has no policy

to provide limits for business-relat- 
ed board travel expenses. It cited 
another case where board members 
and their guests - without provid- 
ing any names - spent $4,800 on 
three dinners. The inspector gen- 
eral also found that last-minute 


booking of airline travel result- 
ed in high airfares. In one case, a 
board member bought an airline 
ticket to a conference in Prague 
only 10 days before the trip, cost- 
ing $9,200. 

It also looked at $131,122 worth 
of travel vouchers and questioned 
why some first-class airline tickets 
were booked from the District to 
Hawaii and Florida and whether 
those purchases had been “autho- 
rized per MWAA’s policy.” 

The report goes on to say that 
“gaps in transparency have further 
undermined MWAA’s accountabil- 
ity by obscuring key information 
from the public.” dana hedgpeth

Memorial Design Up for Change 


Architect offers new 
look after Eisenhower 
family complained 


Washington 

Architect Frank Gehry and his 
design team proposed changes 
Tuesday to the Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower Memorial planned for a site 
near the National Mall after hear- 
ing complaints from Ike’s family 
for months. 

Members of the Eisenhow- 
er Memorial Commission held a 
public meeting to review changes 
and said they were nearing a res- 
olution to seek final approval of 
Gehry’s concept. 

Gehry has proposed a memo- 
rial park that would be framed 
with large metal tapestries show- 
ing a Kansas landscape to evoke 
Eisenhower’s boyhood home in 
Abilene, Kan. 

At the center of the park, Gehry 
is replacing large images in stone 
reliefs with statues standing about 
9 feet tall, showing Ike as a World 
War II hero and as president. 

In a letter to the commission 
Tuesday, Gehry explained the 
changes.

Backstory 

At a congressional hearing in March, Su- 
san Eisenhower, the 34th president’s grand- 
daughter, compared the metal tapestries to 
the fences of a concentration camp in the Ho- 
locaust.

mission, which has overseen the process of planning and designing a memorial 
since authorized by Congress in 1999, to go back and start over. Tuesday, she 
said her family had seen Gehry’s updated design and had time to ask questions,

Washington 

The D.C. Council heavily revised 
Mayor Vincent C. Gray’s pro- 
posed $9.4 billion budget for the 
next fiscal year Tuesday, deciding 
to restore millions of dollars to 
human services programs, among 
other changes. 

Several council members 
praised Chairman Kwame R. 
Brown, a Democrat, for leading 
his colleagues through a series of 
negotiations with the Gray admin- 
istration to revise a budget that now 
has about $25 million in afford- 
able housing programs and that

getforaffordable housing programs. 
Also $23M was restored for health 
care for low-income residents. 


restores $23 million to cover the 
health care of residents, mostly 
low-income immigrants, who are 
ineligible for Medicaid. 

The council is scheduled to give 
final approval on a second read- 
ing June 5. 

Brown, a Democrat, found 
money for housing programs for 


low-income and homeless resi- 
dents by tapping $18 million that 
the Gray administration said the 
city would make by selling a city- 
owned office building in the so- 
called North of Massachusetts Ave- 
nue neighborhood (NoMa). 

In another compromise, Kwame 
Brown scaled back Gray’s plan 
to raise $3.6 million by extend- 
ing bar hours by one hour, to 3 
a.m. on weekdays and 4 a.m. on 
weekends. 

The compromise will extend 
bar hours to 4 a.m. the night before 
all District and federal holidays.

Baseball guarantees bad days even 
for its greats, the afternoons when 
fastballs zip six inches too high, 
when rain makes the ball hard to 
grip, when pop-ups fall to the turf 
Stephen Strasburg had a bad day 
Tuesday afternoon in the Nationals’ 
6-1 loss to the San Diego Padres, 
one of his worst as a major leaguer, 
the kind of day that reminded you 
he is 23, and that the game some- 
times makes even its most talent- 
ed players miserable. 

Before 23,902 at Nationals Park, 
Strasburg (3-1) dealt with various 
issues: a leadoff double that fell in 



with three defensive players near- 
by, starting San Diego’s three-run 
first inning; the brief shower that 
interrupted that inning; a soggy 
ball and rosin bag; and a not-quite- 
clear matter involving what man- 
ager Davey Johnson said was some 
Hot Stuff penetrat- 
ing ointment that 
accidentally “got to 
the wrong place.” 

“It was on his 
™ shoulder and evi- 

dently — I don’t 

know how it got to where it got, but it 
was uncomfortable, to say the least,” 
Johnson said with a chuckle. 

Said Strasburg: “I’m going to 
keep that in the clubhouse.” 

In four innings, Strasburg threw 
81 pitches and yielded four runs on 
seven hits and two walks. He kicked 
dirt on the mound and glowered on

his way off the mound. His ERA 
rose from 1.64 to 2.25. 

In his 25th career start, Stras- 
burg allowed more than three 
earned runs for only the second 
time. Only one of his starts, when 
he pitched three innings last sea- 
son in his second start back from 
Tommy John surgery, had been 
shorter than four innings. 

Bryce Harper provided the 
Nationals’ lone bright spot in a bleak 
performance. In the fifth. Harp- 
er smashed a fastball from Padres 
starter Anthony Bass over the cor- 
ner of the high wall in right-center 
field, following his first career home 
run Monday night with another that 
landed about 40 feet to the right. 
Harper became the first teenager 
to hit homers in consecutive days 
since Ken Griffey Jr. in 1989. 

Bass otherwise silenced the Nats, 
who had scored at least six runs in 
three of their past five games. They 
did not record their first hit until Ian 
Desmond led off the fourth with a

McNamee testifies 
in detail about giving 
drugs to Clemens 

Pro Baseball 

Amid his year-by-year narrative 
of his complex relationship with 
Roger Clemens and performance- 
enhancing drugs, Brian McNamee 
weaved in a tale of two wives. He 
said it was his own wife who nagged 
him into keeping evidence that has 
become crucial in the trial of the 
storied pitcher, and it was a request 
from Clemens’ wife that led to what 
McNamee called a “creepy” injec- 
tion scene in a bathroom. 

Clemens’ longtime strength 
coach testified Tuesday for a sec- 
ond day in the perjury trial, push- 


ing his running total to roughly 
10 hours on the stand, including 
the first moments of what portends 
to be a grueling cross-examination 
that will continue Wednesday.

The broad outline was familiar 
from McNamee’s previous state- 
ments: He said he injected Clemens 
with steroids and human growth 
hormone in 2000 and with steroids 
in 2001, and he gave Debbie Clem- 


ens a shot of HGH in 2003. That 
was in addition to the testimony he 
gave Monday, when he spoke of a 
series of steroids injections he said 
he gave Clemens in 1998. 

McNamee went on to describe 
his marital problems, money prob- 
lems and the legal mess that came 
about when he got entangled in 
the federal drugs-in-sports inves- 
tigation that led him to become a 
reluctant but cooperating witness 
against one of the most successful 
baseball players of all time. 

At one dramatic point, the adver- 
saries were both standing, when 
McNamee rose from the witness 
stand and identified Clemens with 
an outstretched left arm: “He’s right 
there with the brown tie.” Clemens 
looked straight at McNamee, stone- 
faced and silent, (ap)

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Tenacious D Time 

Tenacious D’s comeback album, 
“Rize of the Fenix," out this week, isn't 
a masterpiece, but there’s something 
undeniably appealing about Jack 
Black, left, singing faux-rock songs 
alongside Kyle Gass, right, again. It’s 
easy to forget, but when Tenacious D 
released its now classic eponymous 
debut in 2001, Black 
wasn’t yet a Hollywood 
superstar, and mixing 
comedy with music 
was still a novelty. 

Of course, I might 
be biased. I was 13 
when I first heard 
Tenacious D, and its 
songs about the devil, friendship and 
four-letter words spoke to the come- 
dic sensibilities of my teenage self. 

In high school, I formed an acous-

I reviewed for the student newspaper 
was the duo’s 2006 flop, “The Pick 
of Destiny."

We’re 
still together, and I’m still not sure.) 

For me, “Rize of the Fenix," which 
pokes fun at “Pick of Destiny’s" fail- 
ure, and Black's rise to stardom, feels 
like being reunited with an old friend. 
Neither of us is the same, but it’s fun 
to get together and relive the past.

Sacha Baron Cohen 
drops a big-screen 
bomb with his Latest 
movie, The Dictator' 

Film Review 

“In loving memory of Kim Jong- 
II ” reads an epigram at the begin- 
ning of “The Dictator,” Sacha Baron 
Cohen’s latest send-up of politics and 
American exceptionalism. 

It’s true that the character 
Cohen plays, an aggressively beard- 
ed tyrant named Admiral General 
Aladeen, who has ruled the North 
African country of Wadiya since he 
was 7, embodies all of the absur- 
dities of despotical power, includ- 
ing its preening vanity to chronic 
insecurity. 

As portrayed by Cohen, the ego- 
tistical, belligerent Aladeen bumbles 
through everything — from sexual 
encounters with paid starlets to the 
executions he orders for the most 
innocuous perceived slight — like 
Uday, Qusay, Larry, Moe and Curly 
combined. (He describes himself as 
the last in a long line of now-fall- 
en dictators: “Kim, Gaddafi, Sadd-

anism, underarm hair and funda- 
mental cultural and political mis- 
understandings. “The police here 
are so fascist!” Zoey cries after 
Aladeen is temporarily taken into 
custody. “Yeah, and not in a good 
way!” Aladeen retorts. 

That’s one of the few throw- 
away lines that are genuinely 
amusing in “The Dictator,” which 
never achieves the stinging parod- 
ic heights of Cohen’s “Borat”, but 
manages a better batting aver- 
age than his most recent misfire, 
“Briino.” 

Cohen has thankfully dispensed 
with ambushing real-life people 
for squirm-inducing interviews. 
But an early stunt involving a Wii 
game based on the 1972 Munich 
Olympics falls flat, a running gag 
about Holljrwood stars selling sex- 
ual favors quickly loses steam, and 
it can be stipulated that rape jokes 
simply aren’t funny. 

As for bits involving a childbirth 
filmed from inside a woman’s birth 
canal (“It’s a girl, where’s the trash 
can?” Aladeen mutters) and the sev- 
ered head of a man whose funeral 
Aladeen raids for his beard, “The 
Dictator” can’t end soon enough.

It’s ironic, but in a city with some of 
the world’s most expensive hotels 
and restaurants, many of New 
York’s best attractions are free. So 
many, in fact, that it’s hard to nar- 
row them down. Most New Yorkers 
would probably agree that at least 
a few of the five free things on this 
list are must-sees, but there’s bound 
to be debate. Which brings us to 
another famous aspect of life in the 
Big Apple: strong opinions. 

1. Times Square 

A vibrant public space Like no other, 
it’s even better in person than it Looks 
on TV. There’s a Lot here to buy, of 



3. Brookl 3 m Bridge 

When it opened in 1883, the Brooklyn Bridge was an engineering wonder, the 
Longest suspension bridge in the world. It rennains a beloved synnboL of New 
York and an aesthetic triunnph, with Gothic arches worthy of a cathedral and 
a delicate filigree of cables whose patterns change with every step along the 
nniLe-Long walkway. Take the A or C train to High Street, Brooklyn, and walk 
back to Manhattan for the best skyline views. 




4. Staten Island Ferry 

This humble boat takes com- 
muters between Manhattan 
and Staten Island 24 hours a 
day, and it’s free. It also of- 
fers classic views of the Stat- 
ue of Liberty, the harbor, and 
skyscraper canyons. Take the No. 1 
subway to South Ferry or No. 4 or 5 to 
Bowling Green to board the boat on the 
Manhattan side. Be ready for crowds at 
rush hour and longer waits off-peak. 


2. Central Park 

Central Park is the city’s commu- 
nal backyard, a green space where 
New Yorkers can escape their small 
apartments to skate, bike, jog, pic- 
nic, push a stroller, walk a dog or 
climb a rock. Stroll the serpentine 
paths as sunshine filters through 
the trees, and consider how well 
the park fulfills the goal of its 19th- 
century designers, Frederick Law 
Olmsted and Calvert Vaux, who 
sought to create the illusion of na- 
ture in an urban environment. 


5. High Line 

One of the city’s newest attractions, 
the High Line has quickly become a 
favorite with out-of-towners and Lo- 
cals alike. It’s a narrow park built on 
an old elevated freight railway along 
10th Avenue on Manhattan’s West 
Side, from Gansevoort Street, just 
below 14th Street, to 31st Street. 

It offers a unique Look at the urban 
Landscape from 30 feet above ground, 
with a peek at adjacent apartments, 
Hudson River views and vestiges of 
the neighborhood’s industrial past.
